OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alstead : 

I  submit  herewith  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  ENROLLMENT 

Again  we  were  fortunate  in  having  but  one  change  in 
the  teaching  staff  since  last  year.  Mr.  Eldon  Dustin,  of  Con- 
toocook,  Bates  College,  1932,  replaced  Miss  Laura  Edney  in 
the  Village  Advanced  School. 

For  the  third  year  the  teachers  at  the  Rhoades  school  are 
cadets  from  the  Keene  Normal  School.  The  number  of  pupils 
in  this  school  have  increased  each  year.  Next  year  the  enroll- 
ment will  probably  be  14.  Although  the  cadets  sent  have 
achieved  good  results  in  their  teaching,  I  believe  that,  due  to 
the  increased  enrollment,  the  time  will  soon  come  when  the 
engagement  of  a  regular  teacher  for  this  school  might  well  be 
considered.  It  is  likely  that  this  change  can  be  made  with 
little  if  any  increase  in  the  total  cost  of  teacher's  salaries.

119  pupils  were  examined. 
10  pupils  showed  defective  vision,  uncorrected. 
6  pupils  showed  defective  hearing. 
4  pupils  showed  a  slight  degree  of  anaemia. 
18  pupils  are  underweight. 
90  pupils  are  in  need  of  dental  care. 
17  pupils  have  enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils. 
6  pupils  have  enlarged  glands  in  neck. 
2  pupils  are  unvaccinated  without  proper  excuse, 
17  pupils  have  had  dental  care  during  the  year. 

Two  tonsil  clinics  were  held.  One  at  the  Keene  Com- 
munity hospital,  June  20th,  and  one  at  the  Mousley  Hospital, 
June  27th  1932. 

4  Tonsil  cases  were  treated. 

2  Tonsil  cases  were  treated  privately. 

3  pupils  were  vaccinated  during  year. 

3  pupils  have  had  special  eye  examination  and  defect  cor- 
rected.
